Have you 
' worked OSCAR? 


| ‘Tom Victor Segalstad, LA4LN/W3 


Many amateurs don’t realize how easy itis 
to make contacts via our OSCAR satellites 
(OSCAR = Orbiting Satellite Carrying 
Amateur Radio). Because the OSCAR 9 
phase III satellite did not make it, we prob- 
ably have to do with the present OSCAR 7 
and OSCAR 8 for another two or three 
years. This article is intended to give some 
hints on how to get acquainted with our 
small metal balls in the sky. 

To operate via OSCAR, you must basically 
know: 1) where to receive, 2) where to 
transmit, and 3) where the satellite is at the 
time you want to operate. That's all! 


Where to operate 

OSCAR 7 and 8 both carry linear 
transponders as well as beacons. Their fre- 
quencies are:

This means if you transmit at 145.900 
MHz through the mode A transponders, you 
will hear your own signal being retransmit- 
ted near 29.450 MHz. Note that modes B 
and J invert the signal. If you transmit at 
432.160 MHz upper sideband your 
retransmitted signal will be heard near 

| 145.940 MHz lower sideband. 


Another thing moet in mind is the dop- 
pler effect. Because the OSCAR travel at 
high speed, the retransmitted signal can be 
br up to + 6 kHz from where it “should 


How to receive 
| Any good 10-meter receiver will do the job 
| fine. Many OSCAR operators use horizontal 
| dipole antennas. A beam antenna is, of 
| course, fine if you want to work DX when 
| the satellite is just above your horizon. A 
| preamplifier is of course also good to have, 
| but no necessity. For 2-meter and 70 cm 
| reception receiving converters are recom- 
| mended, using your 10-meter receiver as in- 

termediate frequency. Both kits and 

assembled converters and preamps are 
advertised in Amateur Radio magazines. 


How to transmit 
Because of the doppler frequency shift, it 

| is necessary to have a separate transmitter 
| and receiver. You have to listen to your own 
| retransmitted signal to be assured that you 

can make it through the transponder. You 
| can work mode A easily if you have a 

2-meter transmitter plus a receiver covering 
| 10-meter. 
| My first QSO’s via OSCAR (that was good 
| old OSCAR 6) were made using my Trio/ 
| Kenwood TR-2200 (1W output) using a 
j crystal for 145.850 MHz and keying with 
| the PPt mike button! Later I added a simple 
VXO system, shown in Fig. 1. The TR-2200 
crystal oscillator works at 12 MHz multiply- 
ing 12 times to give the 2-meter frequency. 
| With the simple circuit in Fig. 1, a crystal 
| designed for 145.850 MHz can be pulled to 
| cover the whole mode A uplink segment, up 
| to 145.950 MHz. The simple circuit in Fig. 2 
could be used with a crystal designed for 
| 145.900 MHz, and would give at least +25 
| kHz tuning ability. But nowadays, when so 
many synthesized rigs are in use, it is easy to 
come on the right frequency in the 2-meter 
| band. 

A good omnidirectional 2-meter antenna 
can be used with good results. A beam 
antenna will, of course, help a lot. A 10W 
| output and a 4 el. YAGI (10dB gain vs. a 
dipole) will make about 100W ERP (Effec- 
| tive Radiated Power) and is just right.

Where is OSCAR? 

You have to know when and where to look 
for OSCAR in order to use it. QST magazine 
gives monthly orbital predictions, and 

| general information on the radio amateur 
| satellite program can be obtained free of 
| charge from ARRL HQ. For each orbit the 
| Earth rotates, corresponding to an orbital 
| increment of 28.7° (OSCAR 7) or 25.8° 
| (OSCAR 8) westward. The duration of each 
| orbit is 114.9 min. (OSCAR 7) or 113.2 min. 
| (OSCAR 8). These data, equator crossing 
times and western longitude of a reference 
orbit are all you need in order to predict 
where OSCAR is.

GEORGE E. OELKERS, Plaintiff vs. 
CITY OF PLACENTIA, et. al., 
Defendants. 
I. Facts 

On May 2, 1978, this court granted a 
preliminary injunction in favor of plaintiff 
George E. Oelkers (“Oelkers”) enjoining the 
defendant City of Placentia (“City”) from en- 
forcing as against Oelkers certain city or- 
i limiting antennae heights. On 
December 11, 1978, the parties stipulated 
that a preliminary injunction be deemed a 
permanent injunction. The court found said 
ordinances to infringe upon the plaintiff's 
constitutional right of free speech in viola- 
tion of 42 U.S.C. §1983' and ordered the 
City to review these ordinances to conform 
with the Constitution. 


Il. Discussion 

A. The Award of Fees to the Prevailing 
Party Under the Civil Rights Attorney’s 
Fee Act. 

The courts have uniformly awarded at- 
torney’s fees to the prevailing party in a civil 
rights action pursuant to 42 U.S.C. §1988 in 
order to encourage plaintiffs to challenge 
alleged violations of the Civil Rights Act, 42 
US.C. §1983. Schaeffer vs. San Diego 
Yellow Cabs Inc., 462 F. 2d 1002 (1972). As

B. Computation of a Reasonable At- 
torney’s Fee 

The determination of reasonable fees is 
left to the discretion of the district court 
with recogniton that fees are to be liberally 
awarded. Clark v. American Maritime Corp. 
320 F. Supp. 709 (E.D. La. 1970) aff'd. 437 
F. 2d 959 (5th Cir. 1971). Additionally, rele- 
vant guidelines have been set forth in 
Johnson v. Georgia Highway Express Co., 
488 F. 2d 714 (5th Cir. 1974) and adopted 
by the Ninth Circuit in Derr v. Screen Ex- 
tras Guild Inc., 526 F.2d 67, 70 (9th Cir. 
1975). This court considers the following 
relevant guidelines: 1) the novelty and dif- 
ficulty of the question, 2) the experience, 
reputation and ability of the attorney, and 3) 
the c fee. 

1. The Novelty and Difficulty of the 
Question 

The area of personal radio communication 
requires much technical expertise. Its im- 
pact upon individual rights has yet to be ful- 
ly explored by the courts. Thus, the number 
of hours expended in litigation of the novel 
and intricate constitutional issues involved 
in this case are justified. 

2. Expertise, Reputation and Ability of 


can’t rust, doesn’t need paint, won’t turn the 
house siding rusty red and will stand up, ad 
infinitum.

Aluminum is corrosion-resistant and re- 
quires no extra protective coating under 
most service conditions because an oxide 
skin quickly forms on clean metal surfaces 
laid bare by abrasion or polishing. Only 


| under severe conditions such as exposure to 


alkalies (which destroy this coating) does 
aluminum require surface protection; and 
aluminum readily accepts a wide variety of 
such coatings. 

On the other hand, aluminum is very 


| susceptible to galvanic (or sacrificial) corro- 


sion. Direct contact with metals, lower on 
the electromotive series, will cause severe 
corrosion to the aluminum surface in the 
presence of an electrolyte. (Normal moist air 
is electrolytic — it doesn’t have to be a moist 
sea breeze). It will cause corrosion due to 
hattery action.

*42 U.S.C. §1983 states: 

Every person who, under color of any statute, 
ordinance, regulation, custom or usage, of any 
State or Territory, subjects or causes to be sub- 
jected, any citizen of the United States or other 
persons within the jurisdiction thereof to the 
deprivation of any_rights, privileges or im- 
munities secured by the Constitution and laws, 
shall be liable to the person injured in an action of 
law, suit in equity, or other proper proceedings 
for redress. mM 


Structural components such as nuts, bolts, 
washers, clamps, straps,.etc. made from 
steel, lead, copper, brass, silver (whew!) or 
nickel, for example, cause corrosion at the 


' contact area. Whenever such metals are 


used in construction, insulate the aluminum 
with paint, epoxy, tape or plastic at the dis- 
similar metal point. 

A little thoughtful engineering on the 
ground will save an awful lot of trouble in 
the air. It may also save you a great deal of 
legal trouble and liability problems in this 
day of ever-ready lawsuits, petitions and 
other lawyer-related hassles, if your corrod- 
ed aluminum tower falls. _
